- Goncession to private companies ? In those provinces where — 
there are nb zamindars the Government may have direct 
dealings with cultivators, but in the N.-W. P. and Oudh the 
Government should deal with them through zamindars.

siirmmmensel Resolution clearly shows that Sir 
Alfred Lyall. fally understands the wishes of the Supreme 
Government in this matter, and is anxious to carry them out 
as far as possible.

We are afraid that the native nobility and gentry 
are not yet fully acquainted with the principles of local self- 
government, and the unfortunate result of this will be that 
Government officers will continue to be. presidents of local 
boards.. In order to avoid ‘this evil it behoves educated. 
natives to explain those-principles to their oduntrymen. The

our countrymen will not overlook the claims of their mother- .

should be adopted in its integrity. There seems to be no 
reason why the privilege of electing members for sub-divi- 
sional boards should not be granted to the people in gene- 
ral, If the people are not freely allowed’ to select their 
own representatives, the boards would not enjoy popular 
confidence and tho scheme would bée of no use. The Local 
Government should reconsider this matter.

In the first place, the materials would fetch a better price if 
they were sold by public auction. Secondly, if all the mate- 
rials were sold to. the Civil and Military Gasette Press, that 
Press would claim all the printing work which is .at present 
done at the Jail Press, and thus the owners of private presses 
_would obtain no benefit from its abolition. It is to be hoped 
that Sir Charles Aitchison. will not sanction the proposal, as 
it is opposed to the object of the Supreme Government’s 
Resolution. (The Reformer (Lahore), of the 22nd January, 
also refers to the offer ‘made by the proprietors of the Civil 
and Military Gazette Press for the purchase of the materials of 
the Jail Press, and protests against the acceptance of that

4 ‘We have been favoured with a Bill framed in Bombay 
with a view to register all medical practioners in that province. | 
It has been circulated with a view to eliciting opinions as to 
the Fonniility of legislation, on the bse, eot in other F parts of 
India also. ° 


‘There can be no doubt that a Medical Act would be éf 
some value in large presidency towns, where qualified prac- 
titioners are numerous and within reach of all who require 


their services. tn such Places there would beno oan to. 


requiring all persons practising medicine to be visio and 
licensed as duly qualified-for the profession; and in connection 
with such an enactment, it would be advisable probably to 
register and license similarly all a rsons selling or dispensing. 
poisons and drugs. Such a course could not, however, be 
introdaced into the mufassil, as the result; would be to 
cut loff the bulk of the |people from medical aid of any 
kind, which, however unskilled, is still a comfort to the 
people and in accordance with their ancient usages. . It 
would scarcely be possible to. tegister and license the 
ordinary hakims and baids who practise in the towns and- 
villages, or the carpenters, blacksmiths, Mullahs, Brahmans, ' 
and others who add to their other means of livelihood 
that of administering popular nostrums to the villagers); 
and to exclude these from the Act would be to exclude all 
those unqualified | persons whom such an Act would be pri- 
marily intended to include. Sach an Act- would either 
remain a dead letter, or would be very unpopular if enforved, 
as it would interfere with the customs of centuries, “ena | 
over, it would scarcely be just to remove this agency until 
it could be replaced in every village hamlet by something — 
better. In the mufassil there can be few persons who 
practise ‘English systems of medicine without a proper 
qualification, and legislation for this class would be of no use 
whatever. It appears that in Bombay, and perhaps in 
Calcutta, native practitioners, licensed and others, of a fairly 
high class are competing with success against the regular 
professional European Doctors, and hence the efforts of the 
latter to introduce a Médical Act in those parts of India.
